.hat Mrs. (leo. I). Kultur would pip 
sent on her program Mr. Fredrick 
Southwick, baritone, of Minneapolis, 
in a recital of songs, wit’h Mr. Edwin 
Houris Bergh violinist and Mrs. Wal 
ter F. Wieland, accompanist, assist 
ing, Kilts hall was filled on Saturday 
afternoon 
with enthusiastic admir­ 
ers of the favorite musicians. 
Many 
outside the club 
membership 
were 
present in the audience, old friends- 
and former pupils of Mr. Southwick. 
who, since leaving Brainerd th’:ee 
years ago has enriched his p.-ofessio i- 
al equipment by two seasons of study 
abroad. 
The warmth of the greeting given 
Mr. Southwick upon his a p p e t e n c e 
was strong testimony of his personal 
popularity with the club while his 
sincere and appreciative attitude to­ 
ward both his work and his audience 
during the recital won for him many 
new friends, besides 
st 1 engthening 
the ties with the old ones. 
The song list was well selected, 
both in respect to pleasing the varied 
tastes of the audience and in display­ 
ing the singer’s versitUity of vocal 
skill and 
interpretation. 
’Mvaddie” 
Thayer, and “ Attempt From Love’s 
Sickness to Fly” , Old English, were 
sung with a sweetness and purity of 
tone that not only brought out the 
fine Biplicity of th® melodies but at­ 
tested admirable voice control. 
In 
contrast to these was the distinctive 
way in w'hich Mr. Southwick met the 
demand for interpretative work in 
the next song “ Invictus” , by Hu'hn. 
The stress of feeling leading up to 
the triumphant closing line were con­ 
veyed with a distinct touch of the 
dramatic. 
The “ Aria,” ( Heriodade) Massen­ 
et, was sung in Italian and showed 
udmi'abile skill in dramatic inter­ 
pretation. 
In this number particu­ 
larly there was a distinct finish of 
style and brilliance 
of tone 
color 
There was interesting individuality 
in Mr. Southwick’s interpretation of 
Schumann's “ Jch Grolle Nlcht,” and 
in this song particularly did he show- 
special ability in modulation of tone. 
It would be a matted 
of 
personal 
c'hoice as to which of the last group 
was specially pleasing, since all were 
delightfully given, but there seemed 
to be a marked splendor of feeling in 
the sunrise incident of “ Morning” 
that challenged admiration. 
Twice 
Mr. Southwick! was recalled in en­ 
core, responding first with “(Requiem” 
Homer and second with a repetition 
by request of the first number “ Lad­ 
die,” which he sang even better than 
at first. 
As a summary, it might be 
said of Mr. Southwick’s singing that 
the dominant excellencies are his free 
pure ton®, the possession of the voice 
quality known as “ color,” a very in 
dividual and intelligent interpreta­ 
tion,. and a sincerity of style that 
is so free from affectation that it wins 
respect as well as admiration. 
The appearance of Edwin (Harris 
Bergh, rath er late in the program was 
accompanied with a welcoming ap­ 
plause that attested well his place as 
'“ favorite son” <<by adoption), with 
a Brainerd audience. 
(He played the 
“ Mazurka de Concert,” Musin, u n ­ 
usually well, even for him. 
Added to 
Mr. iBergh’s undisputed skill in tech­ 
nique there is a l l a y s an elusive qual­ 
ity of lofty emotion that makes an 
individual appeal to each hearer. He 
was recalled and played Fields’ “•Noc­ 
turne,” with a sweetness that appeal­ 
ed to the listener as an exquisite song. 
The recital could not have been 
the satisfying event that it was, had 
not Mrs. Wieland been at the piano. 
The singer or violinist might well 
have always the confident feeling, 
“ All’s well,” in iaunching a program, 
so ably does follow the perform er’s 
interpretation of the music and make 
the piano accompaniments a valuable 
asset to th e success of the occasion.

Leasing Land for Mineral Qonfers 
Only Certain Rights to Lessee, 
Entire Surface not Deeded 


A decision of the state supreme j 
court of interest to fee owners ou tihe I 
Cuyuna iron range and to those leas­ 
ing lands for mineral 
exploration 
and development purpose* is that of 
I ii arles Howell, appellant, vs luyti- 
na Northern 'Railway t ’o., respond­ 
ents, in which the judgment was re­ 
versed and a new trial granted, Thief 
Justice Brown 
writing tho opinion 
and covering these points: 


1. 
A lease of real property con­ 
st! iud and held to confer upon the 
lessee the right to explore for, re­ 
move and 
transport to market, all 
lion ore found therein,, and such ad­ 
ditional rights of possession and con­ 
trol al the premises as are necessary 
to the proper conduct of the mining 
operation*. 


2. 
Except in so far a s necessary to 
such 
mining operations the 
lessor, 
the fee owner of the land, retains the 
right of possession of the surface of 
the land and may maintain an action 
against any third person e n te rin g in­ 
to the possession 
thereof 
without 
right or authority. 


3. 
The lessee, though 
the 
lease 
grants him the right to construct up­ 
on the premises all facilities necessary 
to market 
the ore taken from the 
land, including railroads, has no right 
to authori/.e the construction of a 
railroad upon tho premises except for 
the purpose of aiding in the raining 
operations and the transportation of 
ore to market.

spoke interestingly at Gardner hall 


on Friday evening, the following be­ 


ing his address in part: 


The teachings of 
modern 
public 
health are very different from the old 
public health ideas. 
iPeople former­ 
ly believed in disease as a visitation 
of Providence and later as the work 
of the evil one. 
Somewhat later they 
thought 
disease 'germs 
qame 
from 
swamps, dirty places .sewer gas, etc. 


We now know 
that disease germs 
are not found in such places unless 
they are dead. 
The 
germs 
which 
produce the 
diseases 
with 
which 
everyone is familiar are tiny plants 
which grow in the body of persons. 
They. may also be grown artificially 
in the laboratory. 
They do not how­ 
ever grow anywhere and everywhere. 
They are tender little plants which 
thrive only on conditions such as the 
human body provides, that is, the 
right temperature,, moisture, etc. 


The germs which produce tubercu­ 
losis, diptheria, typhoid, scarlet fev­ 
er and the whole list of • gern^-dis- 
eases with which we are all some­ 
what familiar, enter the body in a 
great majority of eaess, through the 
mouth. 
They come from people who 
have the particular disease in ques­ 
tion. 
That, is, 
tuberculosis 
germs 
produce only tuberculosis, dipthgria 
germs, diptheria, etc. 


There is therefore nothing myster­ 
ious about these communicable dis­ 
eases. 
They come only from the per­ 
sons who have the disease and enter 
the mouth of well persons. 
The im­ 
portant question 
then 
is: 
How 
do 
germs travel from one person to an­ 
other, from the sick to the well? In 
the first place these germs come from 
the mouth and no.^e of persons suffer­ 
ing from the disease. 
In the case 
of typhoid fever the germs are found 


in the discharges from the bladder 
and bowel. 


We get the germs into our mouths, 
then, from the discharges of other 
people. 
This is 
done 
in vorious 
ways: 
'First,, from the mouth spray 
when a person coughs or sneezes or 
talks, etc., he throws out little drop 
lets from his nose and mouth. These 
little particles of salvia travel only 
a few 
feet, 
as 
little 
soap-bubbles. 
But they get to other persons who 
may be face to face with the person 
in question. 
In that way the moutli- 
spray travels from one mouth to an­ 
other. 
If both persons are iperfectly 
well no harm is done but if the per­ 
son who is throwing out the mouth- 
spray bas diphetheria, tuberculosis or 
one of the other diseases which are 
spread in this way he throws out the 
germs of those diseases and the other 
person may contract the particular 
disease concerned. 


In the same way careless spitting 
may endanger the lives of others. A 
person with the germs of a commun­ 
icable disease in his 
mouth 
and 
throat throws the germs out when he 
expectorates, 
if the spit goes on the 
floor where 
the 
sunlight 
cannot 
reach it to kill the germs, or on the 
sidewalk* from where people may car­ 
ry it home on their shoes it may get 
to the mouth of those who are well. 


The third important way b y which 
germs are transferred from sick peo­ 
ple to those who are well is on the 
hands. 
People in various ways get 
human discharges on their hands and 
then these 
discharges 
go 
to 
the 
mouth. 


Tlhis latter method applies to ty­ 
phoid fever as well as tuberculosis, 
diphtheria and the ochers. 


Typhoid fever 
is also spread by 
water supplies, by milk and by files. 
It is simply a case of getting the dis­ 
charges of typhoid fever patients in­ 
to our mouths. 


These diseases are therefore pre­ 
ventable. 
We know where the germs 
are to be found" and how they are 
carried from the sick to the well. 
All that is needed to iprevent tlhem is 
to prevent the inter-change of hu­ 
man discharges.

T hat 
the president has put the soft pedal 
on such talk is true, and .vet there la 
much to be d raw n from the conclu 
Bion8 of the secretary of w a r which 
will cause fu rth e r discussion. 
As to congress there Is scarcely any 
limit to th e talk if men desire discus­ 
sion. 
T h ere Is no way of shutting 
off debate when a large num ber want 
to have their Ideas put on record. 


Should Be Informing.

As to congress there Is scarcely any 
limit to the talk lf men desire discus­ 
sion 
T here is no way of shutting 
off debate when a large num ber want 
to have their ideas put on record. 


Should Be Informing. 
Unless the debates become acrlm o 
nious aud political they should be in 
forming. 
Perhaps the country can 
b a rn how vast su m s of money have 
beeu spent foolishly, how small and 
useless military posts have been built. 
how' the navy y ard s have multiplied, 
located at useless points, how ext rn v- 
n p in ce has crept in. how m ism anage­ 
m ent has prevailed, and why the coun 
try hns not now th e arm y and navy 
it ought to have for th e am ount of 
money expended. 
A t least, there are 
men who say they can prove these 
things lf they have a free hand. 


Question of Contraband.

O bserv­ 
ing neutrality, the United States will 
not allow the shipm ent of goods which 
are coutralutnd to any of the lielliger 
ents 
At the sam e tim e we know that 
millions of dollars' worth of w ar ma 
lerlnls are being sent to the countries 
at war. Hut when it comes to the ship­ 
ment of articles which Germany might 
use for war purposes, even though sent 
to neutral nations, G reat Britain as­ 
sum es tile authority to stop and search 
our ships. 
'There is likely to be something heard 
of this during the winter, for western 
men. particularly those who know that 
copper production h a s I m*o i i suspended 
and great hardship tins resulted, are 
likely to mise the question and say 
what they thick about searching Amer­ 
ican sbijMg and preventing the shipm ent 
of American products to non belligerent 
nations.
